“Proof of the effectiv eness of this 
method of weiev il control has been 
clearly demonstrated in the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley where early de- 
stru cti n of cotton stalks is requ ired 
by law as a control measu re for pink 
bollworm. 
State regu lations requ ir­ 
ing destru ction of stalks by Septem­ 
ber 1 became effectiv e in Cameron 
and Hidalgo Cou nties for the first 
time in 194 5 . The weev il infestation 
in the 194 6 jrop was greatly re­ 
du ced an4 practically a fu ll crop of 
cott n was obtained withou t the need 
for p^soning ex cept in compartativ e- 
ly few instances. 
“Also at College Station, ex peri­ 
ments hav e shown that abou t three 
times as many weev ils su rv iv e the 
winter when cotton stalks are allow­ 
ed to stand in the fields u ntil Nov em­ 
ber 1 as w’hen destroy ed by the 
middle of October. 
“Commu nity cooperation and ac­ 
tion in plowing u nder cotton stalks 
is desirable and most effectiv e, bu t 
a single farmer will get mu ch benefit 
from his ow’n efforts becau se his 
neighbor who does not bu ry stalks 
will hav e his own weev ils and part of 
those in the field wrhere the stalks 
hav e been plowed u nder. 
“Wherev er conditions may permit, 
'the early fall destru ction of cotton 
stalks is the last step in making the 
cotton crop of 194 6 and the first 
step in making the 194 7 crop more

Made Easy with Simple 
Rules for Rendering 


With thin prospects for any ty pe 
of increase in supplies cf fats and 
oils for cooking this fall and winter, 
Hannah Nabors, J ones County home 
demonstration agent, 
urges house­ 
wiv es of Hamlin and the county to 
use av ailable supplies wisely and to 
clarify used fats for best cooking re­ 
sults. 
The purpose of clarify ing is to take 
out bits of other foods and to im­ 
prov e the flav or. 
To clarify solid fats, such as pork, 
beef and lamb, pour hot water ev er 
the fat, using one cup of water t 
each cup of fat. 
Heat slowly for 10 
minutes, 
stirring 
well. 
Strain 
through a clean cloth and chill. When 
the lay er of fat is hard, pour off the 
water 
and 
break 
off 
any 
dark 
material that mlay be clinging to the 
under side of the fat. 
For clarify ing oils or peultry fats 
that are v ery soft at room tempera­ 
ture Miss Nabors giv es the following 
instructions: Add thin slices of raw 
potato and c ok ov er low heat for 
about 20 minutes. 
Strain the fat 
through clean cloth and cool. 
Miss Nabors cautions y ou to re­ 
member that clarified fat will not 
keep indefinitely .

that bonds bearing three per cent interest will be 
sold to other state departments carry ing heav y surplus funds now un­ 
inv ested, thus eliminating the necessity of any additional tax es.

From a health standpoint, life af­ 
ter 40 b egins t> b e more compli­ 
cated for the average Hamlin indivi­ 
dual, than it was in his earlier y ears. 
According to Dr. George W. Cox , 
state health officer, 
the 
principal 
health foes confronting people in mid­ 
dle life are heart 
disease, 
cancer, 
kidney disease, high b lood pressure, 
hardening of the arteries, apoplex y , 
diab etes and arthritis. 
Middle aged people of today are 
healthier than were those of preced­ 
ing genemtions, and 
the 
present 
generation, when they reach middle 
age, should enjoj^ even b etter health 
than their parents of today . 
Medical care in middle life has two 
important phases. 
The first is going 
to the d ctor at regular intervals for 
a complete phy sical checkup, whether 
or not there have b een sy mptoms that 
suggest the need for medical atten­ 
tion, The second is prompt attention 
to any illness which may mean the 
differance b etween prompt recovery 
and continued good health and pro­ 
longed invalidism. 
It is difficult to 
say which of these phases is the more 
important. 
It has b een found that men and wo­ 
men who faithfully pursue the hab it 
of regular health ex aminatons and 
who foLow* the advice arising fr m 
them tend to live longer more satis­ 
factorily , and freer from disease than 
those who simply take a chance and 
?o to the doctor only when pain or 
disab ility forces them to give up their 
normal activities. 
It is also a fact that many diseases 
of middle age respond to treatment 
in early stages whereas if neglected 
until later stages they often cause 
permanent invalidism a nd even death. 
oGod advice for persons over 40 
is that they have 
regular 
phy sical 
ex aminations and

medical attention for any and all ill­ 
nesses.
